Country Keveals a Flour- 
ishing- Business. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—The 
Wwld 
this morning publishes a long article on 
the "prospects of trade." 
It gives in- 
terviews with the leading dealers in va- 
rious branches of trade in the mercan- 
tile centers in the country. 
As the re- 
sult of the investigation it says: 


"The long period of depression in bus- 
iness seems now to be giving away to 
one of prosperity. 
Merchants and gen- 
eral tradesmen agree that the prospects 
of the fail trade are very bright. 
There 
is no boom, but 
a steady, healthy 
growth.. 
Every one sees indications of 
better times. 
It is the universal opinion 
in commercial and financial circles that 
not only is the present condition of busi- 
ness better than it has been for a number 
of years past, but that the future is of 
greater promise than for a long time. 
The bustle aud activity in the dry goods 
district is apparent to all who visit that 
part of the city. 
That trade is gener- 
ally to feel the good times. 
Big jobbing 
and commission houses are lighted up 
at night, and the sidewalks are cum- 
bered with bales and boxes. 
Far into 
the night men are packing goods for 
shipment. 
The streets in the dry goods 
district are lined at night with tmckf 
piled high with merchandise aud cov-

GREAT 
POSSESSIONS. 


The hong Battle Over a Famous Piece 
of Ground — Early New Yorkers and 
Their Dlssenslons—Olalms That Date 
Back to Queen Anne. 


(Special cx>rrespondeQoe.] 
NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Trinity church, of 
this city, 
the richest organization in this 
country. 
It owns more acres of solid blocks 
in New Yoi* than any outsider can find out, 
in the most compact and business portion of 
the city, too. 
It stands on Broadway faciiig 
down Wall street. 
The roar of traffic is loud 
about it from morn till night. 
It has an in- 
teresting history, which dates back to the 
reign of Queen Aime. 


The first church was completed in 1097 and 
stood unchanged for forty years, when it AVBS 
almost rebuilt. 
At the outbreak of the revo- 
lution Trinity was accused of Tory senti- 
ments. 
Its clergy persisted in reading tlie 
prayers for the king of England, until it wjis 
closed by authority. 
When the British army 
held the city the doors were opened, but only 
for a few days, for it was destroyed in the 
great fire of 1776. The congregation wor- 
shiped in St. Paul's until it was rebuilt, 
twelve years later. 
The new building was 
pronounced unsafe in 1839 and was ¡julled 
down. 
The present one was flnished in 1846. 
It is Glothic in style, its steeple reaches to a 
height of 284 feet and its material is brown 
sandstone. 
It stands in the very heaii; of tho 
financial center of New York. 
About it rise 
huge commercial buildings, past it hourly 
flows the great human tide that moves the vast 
financial interests of the counti-y. 
About it 
lie the bones of those who were identified with 
its interests when New York was u mere ham- 
let, as well as some of those whose names 
figure in the history of the country'. 


TRINITY CHURCH, 


How did Trinity acquire its extraordinary 
wealth? The story, which involves even more 
litigation tlian Dickens' celehratod ca.s«' of 
Jamdyce and Jarndyce, begins ten years 
after Peter Miuuit, governor ordii-ector gen- 
eral of the c<ilony known as Neu isetherland, 
on behalf of the West India company, bought 
the site of New York, "11,000 morgens," or 
22,000 acres, from the Indians for beads 
and trinkets which cost sixty guildei-s, or 
about $24. 


In the year 1(»0 a sturdy Dutchman unuml 
Roeloft" Jaiisen, landed at New Amsterdam, 
now the city of New York. 
He had been 
somelxKly in his native town, Maasland. and 
he meant to be somebody in tb*; new country 
to wliich he had come, and h6 was. 
More 
than that, lie is somebody still, in history. 
He lived six years at Ren&slaersvvyok, on the 
Hudson, and then in 16.10 came with Jiis 
family to New Amsterdam, and o?)tained 
froni Director Van Twiller a ground brief or 
patent for tlie farm or "Bonwery" of sixty- 
two acres, which has been for nearly r2()0 
years a bone of bitter contention. 
Tliis was 
the original conveyance of the valuable estate 
since known as Trinity church pi-02)erty. 
It 
begins south of Warren street, thence north- 
westerly a mile and a half to Christopher 
street, thus forming a sort of unequal triangle 
with its base upon the North river. 


Roeloff Jansen did not long remain in the 
enjoyment of his new possessions. 
A 5'ear 
later he embarked for another world, that 
world whose lx)undaries no mortal man ha.s 
defined. 
Behind him he left five sturdy chil- 
dren and a handsome widow. 
Women, par- 
ticularly rich and good looking ones, were 
scarce in the little colony, while men were 
plenty. 
She, who has since been known to so 
wide a circle as Mre. Anneke Jans, cea.sed 
her wiejiing early, and within a year took a 
husband, in the 
person 
of a 
dominie, 
Everardus Bogardus, the second established 
clergyman in the settlement. 
He was a man 
of education and intellect, as well as great 
force and independence of spirit. 
He held 
his trust directly from the directors of the 
company in Holland, and wasn't afraid to 
differ from the local government and say so 
in plain and vigoi'ous language. 


Human nature in that primitive day seems 
to have l)een quite as far from perfection as 
it is now. 
History has recorded acts of 
malice, envy, cowardice and malevolence on 
the part of the colonists, quite ecjual to any- 
thing pei-petrated in this unregenerate day. 
The first families, too, were tho culpable 
ones. 
There was bad blood between Dominie 
Bogai-dus and Director Van Twiller. 
They 
called each other opprobious names, charged 
each other with reprehensible conduct, and 
finally 
brought up in the courts with an 
affair which was only settled by the inte»'- 
ference of mutual friends. They undoubtedly 
had warm times. 


Director Kieft fared no better. The dominie 
frequently let drive at him from the pulpit. 
In one of his sermons he said: " W'liat are the 
great men of the country, but ve.ssels of 
wrath and fountains of woe and trouble? 
They think of nothing but to plunder the 
property of others, to dismiss, to banish, to 
transport to Holland." Everybody in the 
congregation knew that that 
shaft 
was 
aimed at the director, and after services there 
was much whispering, shoulder shrugging, 
q>ecnlation ais to consequences, and secret en- 
joyment of the battle between the two most 
eminent men in the colony. 


The courageous dominie, however, met 
with a cruel fate. He went to visit tlio vader- 
land, and perished by 8hipwre<!k on the rocks 
off the coast of Wales. 
His widow died in the 
year 10<;3, leaving four children 'by her first 
marriage and four by her second. 
The de- 


L May la-ly. 


soendantB of these children are the people who 
have vainly fought Trinity church for their 
claims through two centimes. 


The farm, which now represents millions, 
and which has been the subject of so much 
contention, was called the Dominie's Bouwery. 
The original grant of 1636 was confirmed in 
16.54 by Director Stuyvesant, by a patent to 
Mrs. Anneke Jans, as widow of Everardus 
Bogardus. 
In 1607, three years after the oc- 
c\ pation by the EngUsh, Governor Nichols 
mude a confirmatory patent to the heii-s of 
Mrs. Bogardus, reciting the original gi-ant 
from Van Twiller. 
The heii-s sold it in 1671 
to Col. Lovelace, but their deed did not con- 
vey the share of Comelis Bogardus, and who 
at that time was deceased. 
Two years after 
this deed was given the Dutch recovered pos- 
session of New Am-sterdam from the English 
and held it a year. 
On its restoration to the 
English in 1674, under the treaty of West- 
minster, Governor Andros, representing the 
Duke of York, who I'epresented tlje crown, 
took possession of the farm, seized anfl con- 
fiscated in behalf of the crown, Governor 
Lovelace's estates, includuig this Bouwery. 
The deed from the heirs to (iovernor Love- 
lace was discoven^d by the Trinity church 
trustcc.s ill ITNJ"), and its cont ents communi- 
cated to some of the heirs, as if it v,-as a com- 
plete answer to their (.-laims. 


It does not appear that Lovelace's title was 
ever directly conveyed either to tlie duke, the 
cromi, or to Trinity church; but the transfer 
to him seenus t<j have bwn treated practically 
as if it was a deed to the c-rown. The term 
King or Queen's farm was supposed to in- 
cluile the Jansen, or Bogardus farm, and in 
170.5 the grant was made from Queen Anne to 
the corporation of Trinity chinx-h, the validity 
and elTcct of wliich has been a frequent sub- 
ject of discussion in the courts, and forms the 
prineii)al feature in the claim of title by 
Ti-inity church. 


The litigations over tliis bit of Manhattan 
soil have IKH'U interesting and mnucrou.-;. The 
heirs, seeking "tiieir own again," iiavc brouglit 
to bear upon the venerable old sacerdotal in- 
stitution every impleint nt of the law. 
The 
city of New York has put f<irward its claim, 
and the state hixs ti'icd to a.ssei-t its riglits as 
owner paramount, succeeding to tlje rights of 
the British crown. 
Each lawsuit ended leav- 
ing the church still in i)ossessif)n. 


The battles fought ovei- tliis cf)vetod tract 
of land have not been v. liolly forcnsic. 
Bono 
and sinew have been engaged in the cont(;st. 
Heads have been thumjH-d and broken, as 
well as hearts, and shots have been fired. 
For years l)efore and aftei* tho evacuation of 
tho city by the British the community wiis 
kept badly torn up by the contending factions 
seeking to obtain and hold possession of the 
old Bouwery. 
Long b(>fore t he i-cvolutionary 
war this war wa.s begun. 
Ccilain old his- 
tories contain very interesting paj-ticnlars of 
these battles. 
It is wrirten that in .Scptein 
ber, 177o, a dozen men armed with broadaxc.^ 
under onUrs from the authorities of th>3 
church, entered upon the premises v.here 
one of the Bogardus heii's had lorat.-d himsi'lf 
on the tract, and tore down his fences. 
In 
1775 they got after a ti'nant of fUKi of th(> 
heirs, destroye<l hi.-^ (ield of rye, ki. ked an old 
woman in the eye and woujided her husband. 
In 1784 Trinity eiiun-h sent out a !i! tie amiy 
to destroy all the Bogardus fences. 
Several 
of the heirs, then luv'ated on tiie pr(M^)erty, 
determiued to fighl it out. 
The i-linr<'h then 
put up its ov. n fences^ which w-m " ]ii-omptly 
burned by the lieii-s. 
One witness wlio par- 
ticipated ill tins engagement sw( ire under oath 
that one of the chureii invaders "took- hold of 
Hannah Marsh, ai)out 
years of age, pulled 
her down t)n her knees and ;itt(.'mpt '(I to put 
her head in a jKiil of grog, first ha viiig dragged 
her across the street, and g;iM' ii'-i- very 
indecejit usage othei-wi.^e.'' A yeai" lat<'r there 
was a light, in which one of the heii-s lircd a 
shotgun, wou-iding his man unrl I'oiir oth(M's. 


The claiiTxant on the Bogardu.-- side wlio is 
entitled to all the honoi-s of war was old Mrs. 
Broail, who lived in the stockades of the old 
foit at the foot of Reade strci't. 
One of the 
witnesses in a suit brought in ls:'.0 t^'stified 
in 1S42 that he knew tlie old lady and that she 
continued in pdssession of the old red<^ui>t, re- 
fusing to leave until the opposing force.s ac- 
tually dug it ;iway, when she (•oin})romised 
with jiarties ix'iiresenting Trinity church. 


Altogether, Trinity, 
venerable 
Trinity, 
church of the chimes, high st(>e[ile and his- 
toric graveyard, lia^s been the source of much 
strife and great biiterness of heart. 
In all 
contests, however, the cliurch ahvays came 
otT victorious. One In* one the original claim- 
ants have dropped into their graves; but the 
fight still went on. 
The descemlants took it 
up and carried the war into Africa, other- 
Avise down to date. 
They have not yet suc- 
cumbed. 
^Meetings are still ¡leld for thii as- 
sertion of tiieir claims. 
One histo?-ian .say.s: 
"Tlie contest will probalily ciMitiniie mitil 
through the natural increase of the multi- 
tudinous claimants the pecvuiiary results of 
success \\(juld be I'edni-ed for eai'h to u 
niiniinum." 


.ST. PAUL'S CHAPE I 


Trinity's possessions are not limited to tlie 
confines of the Bogardus farms by any means. 
The King's farm, with whicii ihe Bogardus 
farm was incorpoi'ated, reached to Christo- 
pher street on the li'irth. 
Formerly, Ti-inity 
gave away a cfmsiilei-able porno.i of its 
property from time to time, anfl it nlsn sold 
some. 
Now it sells noihing, neiliu^- does it 
give its lands. 
It lea;^-s everything. In days 
of old it gave I.'ases for ninety-nine years; but 
that kind of a lease is (juibi out of fashion 
now. 
Short lea.se.« are tiie rule. 


Just IKUV rich Trinity ÍK iiobody i-an .say, 
for nolKKly will teli. 
The rect<n- states ovei" 
his own name, however, that the entire in- 
come of the t:hurch property for the current 
year, from all sour.iir of revenue is about 
What does it do with its gr-eat pos- 
ses.sions.'' In ad.lition to keejiing nj) Trinity 
church handsomc^ly, its educational and charit- 
able institutions are immense. Trinity parish 
contains seven c hurches. The next in import- 
ance to Trinity is St. Paul's chapel, on Broad- 
way, between Fulton and Vesey streets. 
It is 
the oldest church building in the city, and Ls 
as picturesque and histoiicaJly interesting as 
Trinity. 
It« corner stone was laid in 1764, 
and it was finished tM'o year-s latí i-. It, tor», 
has a chui-chyaj-d surrounding it, ¡)"oj>led with 
graves of the eminent of yeaj-s and > ears ago. 
No intei-ments aiv made there now save in the 
vaults, which are all beneath tiie giouud. 
trees shade the graves here and there, but, 


like aQ etty trees, they are dusty and feeol« 
looking, dropping their leaves early, and 
sighing always in discontent at their impris- 
onment among men. 


Some of the gravestot^es are very old, 
every letter having v.<inished. 
Among the 
monuments is one erecteil to the memory of 
George Frederick Cooke (actor) by Edmund 
Kean, of the Theatre" Royal, Drury lane, 
1821. 


Three kingdoms claim his birth. 
Both hemisphei-es pronounce his worth. 


The north .side bears the in.«cription: "Re- 
pan-ed by Charle,s Kean, lN4i>." On the east 
side is graven: 'il-glaired hiy E. A. Sothem, 
Theatre Royal, Ha>-narket, ls74."

m, hitaiiis seven schools, 
some are daj'and son.c night, and some in- 
dustrial schools.
